“We believe it to be the duty of national, 
state and municipal governments to enact 
rational methods for the prevention of tu- 
berculosis and we recommend the estab- 
lishment of institutions for the care of *in- 
digent consumptives.

Pathetic Incident Described by the 
Post-Dispatch Special Staff Cor- 
respondent Sent to the Island 
of Martinique. 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 

FORT DE FRANCE, Island of Mar- 
tinique, French West Indies (via San Juan, 
Porto Rico, May 27.—In the two hospitals, 
the Marine and the Civic, more than 600 
persons are being treated for injuries re- 
ceived on the sea front of St. Pierre or the 
outlying districts of the city. Most 
of these people are negroes. In fact 
there are but eight among them who are 
not. Three of these eight are Americans. 

The most interesting of these three is 

Margaret Stokes, the little 9-year-old 
Brooklyn giri, who, With her nurse, Miss 
King, a colored ‘woman, was rescued from 
the steamship Roraima by the boats of the 
French ctuiser Suchet. Little Margaret is 
in the city hospital, which surmounts one 
of the foothills a. mile from Fort de 


France and to the north of t. 

The Bacompeny ing picture shows one end 
of the ward in which little Margaret is 
@ patient. Most of the women shown in 
it were burned on the day St. Pierre was 
destroyed. The ward is about 8 feet long 
by 20 wide. There were about 110 patients 
in it the day the picture was taken. 

he injuries of the little American girl 
Were being dressed by two French physi- 
clans behind a screen’{n the upper part of 
the room, which is not shown. 

The little one was moaning piteously as 
the physicians ten derly bandaged her frat, 
scarred arms. The burns on her arms ex- 
tended from the tips of her fingers clear 
up to her shoulders, and in some places 
Great holes were burned in arms. The 
arms of the. little girl will be terribly 
scarred for the rest of her life. 

Miss King, her nurse, was lying on the 
cot beside her; also burned, but heroically 
doing everything she could to comfort the 
little orphan. The black women in the 
room, many of whom are shown in the ac- 
companying picture, were awaiting their 
turn to be treated. 

Outside in the beautiful kardens of the 
hospital grounds hundreds of the relatives 
of the patients were clamoring for admis- 
gion, or demanding information as to their 
condition. Five women died in this ward 
on the night of May 25, and their bodies: 
were being taken out as little Margaret's 
injuries were being cared for. 

In the Marine Hospital, which is tn the 
center of Fort de France. and not far from 

* the oly hall, where a thousand refugees 
from the district adjoinin Pierre are 
being fed and housed, hg were some 
frightful spectacles, 

Two. of the patients in this hospital were 
' Moore and Evans, the two brave firemen 
of the Roraima, to whose fight to subdue 
the flames the little Stokes girl owes her 
deliverance from death. Both men _ are 
sturdy Americans, not more than 25 vears 
old. ‘Their arms, shoulders, breasts, bot- 
toms of their feet ard their legs were most 
Bey burned, and it was thought for a 
time that they would not recover. 

The physicians of the hospital, however, 
@re now of the opinion that thee will get

Biot men are#@being well cared for, al- 
though they have no monty except a few 
dollars given to them by some of the Amer- 
te newspaper reporters, They are both 
raye chaps, und modest in recounting 
‘their act of heroism on the Roraitma.

' States as soon as possible. Mr. Ayme, the
